My Ph: ficians 
being reſotved nir to let any Breathing vifit me, till it pleafe GOD to reftore-me-14 my perfect 
H-alth, They alleadging that my keeping too much Company, doth great Miſchief All my 
Conſolation in this miſerable condition is that Miſtri /t friend is juſt come to the Neighbourhood, And 
though | fear I ſhall not be ſo happy to ſee her, yet my deare t Cuſine, I donbt not, will do it ſpeedi- 
ly: For ſo it is eontrived :0 be by my dear and dilligent friends negotiation,who is the very Life and vis 
gor of all your Brothers affair here, and the prop of bis family Running, going, and ſpending ber felf 
10 the laſt pennie in bis ſerviee, and but for hers in the firſt place, and Miſtriſt Mowat in the 
ſecond; Tour poor Nephew might have periſhed long or this for meer want to no great Credit, ns 
more then advantage of your brother; for though he have many more, able he has not 4 faithfuller 
Servant in the World! Oh GOD how canbe be ſo deſpiſed amongſt his Relations, when there ene- 
nie confider him ſo much; And all other boneft acquaintance, that knows him, have ſome efteem 
at Left for him, This is all 1 will, and leſs I cannot ſay, for all the ſtrange reguardleſs uſage 
be ha met withall from David, and Let it fland ar it doth fince Meftris Mowat writes me word 
ſhe and him begin to underſtand one another better, and are like to be perfe# friends, which for your 
Brot bert ſake, I hope will continue real on that fide, as I am ſure it is on this, ſhe and Little- 
n bar had a meeting to, where all things have been ſo explained betwixt them, that I hope will 
produce # laſt ing Coneurrenee in diligenee for your Brothers ſervice ; To which ſole End, all my en- 
diavours therein, have tended.
